Christians  Should  be  in  Politics 


Editor’s  Note:  While  in  Chicago  last 
week  attending  the  Evangelistic 
Press  Association  we  bad  an  inter¬ 
view  with  Congressman  0.  K.  Arm¬ 
strong.  Space  prevents  i  full  report 
but  some  of  the  main  topics  are  dis¬ 
cussed  below. 

"Christians  in  politics  would  mean  bet¬ 
ter  government,"  says  O.  K.  Armstrong, 
Missouri’s  sixth  district  congressman 
“No  official  can  be  elected,”  he  said, 
"without  the  votes  of  many  of  our  good 
people."  He  feels  that  much  bad  legisla¬ 
tion  would  be  defeated  and  much  good 
legislation  enacted  if  large  numbers  sf 
Christian  people  were  as  activs  before 
enactment  as  they  are  after. 

A  return  to  righteous  principles  is  a 
•vying  need  o£  the  day.  Hie  present  wave 
sf  corruption  is  a  result  of  a  previous 
•suse.  “Christian  complacency  has  made 
R  easy  tor  dishonesty  to  creep  in,"  said 
Mr.  Armstrong. 

Many  senators  and  congressmen  are 
devout  Christians  and  seek  divine  guid¬ 
ance.  He  cited  the  fact  that  a  group  sf 
••nators  meet  weekly  for  breakfast  and 
Prayer.  A  similar  meeting  to  held  by 
representatives.

NASHVILLE,  Teun— <BP>—  Governor 
Gordon  Browning  has  been  strongly 
pressed  by  a  group  led  by  H.  Frank 
Taylor,  leading  Tennessee  legislator,  to 
cancel  an  agreement  with  Nashville  Pro¬ 
testants  leasing  the  War  Memorial  An- 
dttorium  for  a  Religious  Freedom  Rally, 
Febraury  1,  at  which  Paid  Blanshard  is 
to  be  principal  speaker. 

TTie  group  argued  that  Blanchard’s  ad¬ 
dress  will  desecrate  the  memory  of  Cath¬ 
olic  boys  among  those  for  whom  the 
auditorium  was  established  as  a  mem¬ 
orial.  The  governor  tried  to  got  the  pro-, 
tootants  to  relinquish  the  contract.

▼idual  Christians.  They  should  also  exert 
every  possible  influence  for  good.** 

Looking  into  the  future  Mr.  Armstrong 
cited  the  good  work  of  Sunday  schools 
and  their  influence  upon  our  future  eiti- 
aens.  “Sunday  school  pupils,**  he  assert¬ 
ed,  “are  not  in  court.  The  Sunday  school 
is  so  important  that  it  cannot  be  meas- 
mred.” 

He  also  urged  family  altars  aa  an  in¬ 
fluence  for  good.  And  he  is  a  “doer  of 
the  word,"  having  established  a  family 
altar  hi  his  own  home. 

Mr.  Armstrong  showed  how  persistent 
Christian  effort  could  influence  not  only 
our  own  government  but  even  the  United 
Nations.  He  was  a  member  ef  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  urge  that  a  prayer  room  he 
provided  m  the  new  United  Nations 
headquarters  building  in  New  Yerk.  They 
were  rebuffed  time  and  again.  The  ex¬ 
cuse  was  that  some  UN  members  did 
not  believe  in  prayer. 

But  the  committee  noticed  that  sev¬ 
eral  rooms  throughout  the  building  had 
been  provided  for  the  dispensing  ef  al¬ 
coholic  liquors.  Mr.  Armstrong’s  com¬ 
mittee  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
many  UN  members  didn’t  believe  in  al¬ 
coholic  drinks.  They  asked  why  the  rule 
didn’t  apply  both  ways.  The  UN  com¬ 
mittee  saw  the  point  and  provided  the 
prayer  room. 

“More  Christians  taking  an  active  in¬ 
terest  in  government,”  says  Mr.  Arm¬ 
strong,  “would  mean  better  govern¬ 
ment,”

Armed  Forces  or  the  National  Se¬ 
curity  Training  Corps.  Any  per¬ 
son,  corporation,  partnership  or 
association  knowingly  violating 
the  regulations  authorized  here¬ 
under  shall,  unless  otherwise 
punishable  under  the  Uniform 
Code  of  Military  Justice,  Ik*  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $1,000,  or  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  twelve  months,  or 
both." 

It  gives  the  Secretary  an  au¬ 
thority  which  neither  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  the  Secretaries  of  the  Armed 
Services  or  any  one  connected 
with  them  has  had  since  the 
Draft  Law  of  1917  expired  -the 
right  to  make  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  sale,  consumption,  jKissession 
and  traffic  in  beer,  wine  and  other 
intoxicating  liquors  not  only  in 
but  near  camps  and  other  armed 
services  installations. 

The  Secretary  of  Defense  is  Gen¬ 
eral  Robert  Lovett  with  an 
office  in  the  Pentagon,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.  General  Marshall,  form¬ 
er  Secretary  of  Defense,  at 
the  opening  of  World  War  IL 
characterized  the  alcholic  beverage 
traffic  as  “a  sordid  business  for 
the  accumulation  of  money,  ‘and 
placed’  on  the  other  (hand)  the 
interest  of  every  parent  in  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  who  has  a  son  in  the 
Army,  not  to  mention  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  War  Department  to 
develop  an  Army  of  the  highest 
quality."

Brother  Wilds  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
(B.  T.  U.)  Department  reports  75  A-l 
I’nloos  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  last 
year,  including  the  Nelson  Seniors  af 
Mississippi  College,  all  four  Unions 
at  Clarke,  all  six  Unions  at  Blue 
Mountain,  and  all  eight  Unions  at  Wo.

He  came  home  to  Mississippi,  and 
after  a  short  while  was  carried  to  a 
hospital  In  New  Orleans  where  the 
doctors  and  surgeons  were  also  baf¬ 
fled.

The  Noxubee  County  Association  has 
adopted  a  successful  and  unique  plan, 
ooe  that  suits  their  particular  needs,  of 
promoting  all  the  causes  of  the  work, 
both  local  and  denominational.

Those  from  the  State  Convention  Board 
appearing  there  in  recent  meetings  in¬ 
cluded  Miss  Carolyn  Madison  of  the 
Sunday  School  Department  who  spoke 
on  Sunday  School  work  and  Rev.  Joe 
Abrams,  director  of  Promotion,  who  em¬ 
phasized  State  Missions,  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  and  Training  Union. 

Leading  in  this  venture  has  been  the 
Executive  Committee,  with  Rev.  J.  F. 
Stanford  of  Macon,  Moderator,  serving 
as  chairman.  All  the  meetings  are  held

Our  Japanese  Sunday  School  in  the 
West  Los  Angeles  area  began  patriot¬ 
ically,  July  4,  1048,  under  a  spreading 
fig  tree.  Eleven  attended  Use  first  meet¬ 
ing. 

Now,  there  are  104  members  and  tea 
Sunday  School  teachers.  Hie  pastor 
drives  several  times  for  many  miles  in 
order  that  children  may  come  to  Sunday 
School.  During  the  week,  he  visits  in 
the  homes  of  the  Sunday  School  chil¬ 
dren,  with  church  bulletin  written  in 
English  and  in  Japanese.  There  are 
many  loving  services  he  gives — assist¬ 
ing  the  sick  to  the  doctor,  acting  as  a 
translator  for  the  Japanese  people  who 
do  not  understand  English,  and  locat¬ 
ing  employment  for  the  unemployed. 

Helen  Ige  is  our  missionary  in  Rich¬ 
mond,  California  but  her  sister,  Mary, 
is  one  of  the  teachers  in  our  Sunday 
School.  It  is  the  Mission's  strength  to 
have  her  lead  the  children  after  her  six 
days’  work  in  downtown  Los  Angeles. 

Mrs.  Jeniye,  mother  of  two  daughters, 
also  gives  of  her  household  hours  to 
the  Lord’s  work  on  Sundays. 

Recently,  Mr.  Tokuda,  father  of  two 
boys,  started  another  class  for  the  Jun¬ 
ior  boys.  It  is  good  to  see  parents  among 
the  teachers. 

Joe  Iwanaga,  a  university  student, 
leads  a  group  with  his  prayers  and  teach¬ 
ing. 

Kazuho  Nlshida,  a  high  school  student, 
visits  his  Sunday  School  pupils  every 
week,  prays  with  his  class  members,  and 
takes  part  in  all  the  activities  of  the 
Mission. 

Kikue  Masuda  is  another  high  school 
student  whom  the  Mission  is  fortunate 
to  have  with  her  free  and  cheerful  spirit 
and  merry  heart 

The  Mission  has  several  activities  on 
Sundays  and  during  the  week.  On  Sun¬ 
day,  the  English  service  is  held  after 
the  Sunday  School  and  the  Japanese  ser¬ 
vice  is  held  in  the  evening  hours.  Prayer 
and  Bible  studies  are  held  twice  a  week 
—Wednesday  for  the  English-speaking 
group,  and  Thursday  for  the  Japanese- 
speaking  group. 

To  attract  more  children  to  the  Sun¬ 
day  School,  the  Mission  has  begun  a 
■ursery,  with  sixteen  children  enrolled. 

The  seed  planted  in  this  Japanese  Mis¬ 
sion  has  life — it  first  began  to  show  fru¬ 
ition  when  six  youths  professed  their 
faith  and  followed  in  baptism  in  April, 
1*50.  By  baptism  and  letter,  fifteen  mem¬ 
bers  have  been  added*  The  families  of 
the  children  who  come  to  the  Mission 
find  that  definite  change  takes  place  in 
the  character  of  the  children.

A  pharisee  and  a  repentant 

WOMAN 

Bible  Text:  Luke  7:36-50. 

1.  A  CONTRAST  OF  SINNERS 
All  sinners  are  not  the  same.  Some¬ 
times  they  differ  in  station,  sometimes 
mi  wealth,  sometimes  in  position,  some¬ 
times  in  the  degree  in  which  they  are 
tinners,  sometimes  in  their  attitude  to- 
waid  their  sins,  sometimes  in  the  care 
they  take  as  In  what  God  thinks  of  their 
wickedness. 

Here  are  twn  people  botk  of  whom  are 
sinners,  but  there  are  differences  a- 
pieoty.  Simon  the  Pharisee  waa  wealthy; 
the  snner-woman  was  poor.  Simon  the 
Pharisee  waa,  ns  doubt,  quite  a  social¬ 
ite;  the  sinner-woman  was  a  social  out¬ 
cast.  Simon  the  Pharisee  was  a  cultured 
gentleman;  the  sinner -woman  was  just 
another  of  the  common  herd,  the  ignor¬ 
ant  accursed.  Simon  was  smug  in  his 
self-content;  the  sinner-woman  was  mis¬ 
erable  in  her  self-condemnation.  Simon 
the  Pharisee  was  contemptuous  of  Jesus; 
the  sinner-woman  was  respectful,  rev¬ 
erential,  worshipful. 

Both  of  them  had  previously  come  into 
eontact  with  Jesus.  We  may,  I  think,  be 
very  sure  that  the  woman  had  some¬ 
where  seen  and  beard  Jesus.  Who  she 
was  we  do  not  know,  but  we  do  know 
that  she  was  not  Mary  of  Magdala,  and 
sne  was  most  certainly  not  Mary  of  Beth¬ 
any.  But  whatever  her  name,  wherever 
her  home,  she  had  somewhere,  somewhen 
perhaps  from  the  fringes  of  the  crowd 
to  which  He  waa  speaking,  seen  and 
heard  Jesus. 

Even  from  a  point  so  remote  from  Him, 
she  had  been  attracted  by  the  winsome 
purity  of  His  character  as  exhibited  m 
His  speech,  His  benign  countenance,  and 
attitude  of  sympathy  for  the  suffering, 
sighing,  sorrowing,  sinning  multitudes  in 
whose  behalf  He  came  to  minister  and 
to  give  His  life  a  ransom.  Use  woman  bad 
no  doubt  beard  others  of  bur  class  dis¬ 
cuss  Him,  and  her  heart  had  yearned 
toward  something  in  Him  better  than 
aught  she  had  ever  known.  But  her  re- 
*pect,  reverence,  love,  adoration,  nil 
were  dumb  in  her  bosom.  She  did  not 
know  the  cultured  speech  with  which  to 
make  her  high  regard  for  Him  known 
either  to  herself  or  to  others,  least  of  all,

of  our  loving  Lord  makes  it  possible  for 
Him  to  enter  and  for  a  while  abide  in 
some  places  where  you  and  I  would  be 
exceedingly  uncomfortable.  In  order  to 
point  his  slight  regard  for  Jesus,  Sir 
Satisfied,  the  Pharisee,  omitted,  the  most 
common  courtesies  usually  accorded  a 
guest  in  an  Eastern  home;  the  foot  hath 
provided,  the  anointing  af  the  head,  the 
kiss  of  peace.  Sir  Simon  Satisfied,  the 
Pharisee  was  rude,  uncouth,  crude,  dis¬ 
gusting,  slyly,  designedly,  palpably  in¬ 
sulting.  His  opportunity  for  doing  the 
part  of  a  gracious  host,  for  knowing  the 
real  character  of  his  royal  Guest  was 
almost  measurele&sly  better  than  that 
of  the  sinner^woman.  Hence  his  guilt  was 
greater  than  hers,  his  tan  by  far  the 
more  heinous. 

II.  THE  LORD  OF  LOVE  CASTS 
JUDGMENT! 

His  judgment  took  into  account  the 
contrasting  conduct  of  the  two.  The  wo¬ 
man  had  seen  herself  a  sinner,  because 
she  had  seen  Him.  From  of  old  this  one 
thing  has  been  necessary,  and  this  one 
thing  has  been  sufficient.  From  Isaiah’s 
"Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the 
ends  of  the  earth"  (Is  45:22),  even  from 
his  personal  look  upon  (he  glory  ai  the 
Lord  (la.  6:1-5)  by  which  alone  he  be¬ 
came  convicted  of  his  sin,  down  through 
John  the  Baptist’s  "Behold”  (gaze  at) 
"the  Lamb  of  God”  (John  1:36),  and 
numerous  other  passages  of  Scripture 
that  prescribe  this  as  the  convicting 
action. 

No  man  er  woman  can  look  once  un¬ 
derstanding^  upon  the  Lord  and  ever 
be  the  same  again.  This  poor  woman 
had  looked  and  now  she  came,  contrite, 
repentant,  loving.  She  came  to  Jesus 
to  give  expression  of  her  love  for  Him, 
aad  she  expressed  her  love  in  a  gift 
People  do  things  for  Jesus  when  they 
love  Him  and  because  they  love  Him. 
And  so  far  as  1  know,  that  is  the  only 
reason  acceptable  to  Him  that  anyone 
should  do  anything  for  Him.  If  you  love 
Him,  you  will  say  so:  if  you  love  Him 
you  will  do  to.  So  far  as  we  know,  the 
lips  of  this  woman  did  not  frame  the 
words,  "I  love  you,  Lord,”  but  her  tear* 
and  her  hands  and  her  hair  in  her  hands 
all  did  the  words  in  language  clarion- 
elear. 

And  Sir  Simon  Hw  Pharisee  sneered 
at  this  aid  said  within  himself,  "This 
man.  if  he  were  a  prophet,  would  hove 
perceived  who  and  whet  manner  of  wo¬ 
man  this  is  that  toucheth  Him,  that  she 
is  a  sinner"  (Luke  7:29).' Think  you  the 
Lord  did  net  perceive  the  thought  in  this 
man's  heart?  The  muddy  mind  of  Simon 
was  crystal  clear  to  Jesus.  Man  leokath 
on  the  outward  part,  but  the  Lord  leek- 
eth  upon  the  heart.  So  the  darkened 
heart  of  the  Pharisee  was  light  to  Him 
who  saw  it  to  the  bats  of  envy  and  jeal¬ 
ousy  end  downing  hatred. 

By  no  word  or  deed  had  Simon  shown 
any  evidence  of  having  really  seen  Jesus 
at  all.  His  love  for  the  Lord  of  life  was 
non-existant;  therefore  his  condemnation 
in  words  that  were  scathing  in  their  sev¬ 
erity  of  judgment  upon  the  conduct  of  the 
unfriendly  and  the  steel-cold  heart  of 
the  unloving.  This  man  and  his  party 
have  not  yet  determined  to  kill  the  Lord 
•f  Jife,  but  their  enmity  is  taking  root, 
and  He  sees.

The  Deacon  of  a  New  Testament 
Church  is  the  helper  of  the  pastor,  the 
people,  and  the  Lord.  He  is  to  help  the 
pastor  to  stay,  the  people  to  serve,  and 
the  Lord  to  advance  His  cause  in  all  the 
world. 

The  Deacon  is  a  steward  and  inTTUh- 
tulness  will  occupy  the  place  given  him 
te  the  glory  of  the  Lord  so  long  as  the 
Church  shall  leave  him  in  the  place  to 
which  the  Church  by  vote  elected  him. 
Hie  Church  by  its  voice  may  at  any  time 
declare  him  active  or  otherwise. 

The  Deacon  is  to  guard  the  pulpit 
recognizing  that  it  is  the  pastor’s  until  the 
Holy  Spirit  places  him  as  overseer  of  a 
(lock  elsewhere.  He  will  seek  to  protect 
pastor  and  people  from  those  who  would 
come  in  to  undermine  the  pastor’s  work, 
weaken  the  program  he  has  laid  out,  and 
take  the  place  in  the  affections  of  the 
community  which  belong  te  the  God 
placed  under-shepherd. 

The  Deacons,  as  the  Pastor,  must  have 
eenvictions  based  upon  the  Weed  ef  God 
and  including  the  principle*  set  forth 
therein  fee  belief  end  practice  bi  New 
Testament  Churches.  It  must  be  within 
Ms  ability  te  put  aside  perianal  like* 
and  dislikes  keeping  in  mind  that  bis 
efftce  came  into  being  as  a  group  ef 
peace  makers  with  the  task  ef  strength¬ 
ening  strained  fellowship. 

Troubled  seas  art  created  fas  churches 
by  deacons  and  members  being  unwilling 
te  let  the  New  Testament  be  the  law 
ef  life  for  tbe  Church.  Ignoring  this 
groups  ef  deacons  tend  te  become 
“boards  of  directors'’  when  the  only 
director  of  a  New  Testament  Church  is 
the  Holy  Spirit  working  through  tbe  con¬ 
gregation.  There  is  a  lots  of  difference 
between  a  servant  and  a  boas  and  the 
word  “Deacon”  in  its  simple  scriptural 
paage  indicates  a  servant.
